Keep Score - Enjoy Wrestling More 


The objective in collegiate wrestling is to 
hold the opponent’s shoulders to the mat for a 
one second count (one-thousand-one). If this 
cannot be done then the winner is the one who 
has acquired the most points during the match. 
The match: The. match is divided into three 

periods. The first period starts in a stand- 

ing position and lasts two minutes. The sec- 
ond period and third start in the kneeling 
position, which is called the “‘referee’s posi- 
tion’, and last three minutes each. The 
total match is nine: minutes in length. 
Dangerous or potentially dangerous holds: Be- 
sides scoring the match the official is con- 
stantly on the look out for dangerous holds 
and attempts to stop them before they 
start. Many times he will verbally tell the 
wrestler when he has a hold that may be- 
come dangerous.

Fog cancelled the Thursday 
match against San Francisco 
State, the first of three meets in 
Northern California. However, 
Friday’s weather was ideal as 
was the victory, 82-22, over the 
College of Marin in Kentfield. 

Saturday found the Don’s hope 
of an unblemished season fogged 
with a 60-44 defeat at the hands 
of rival Stanford University 
frosh. As in the water polo séa- 
son, Santa Ana’s coach Bob 
Gaughran was defeated by his 
brother, Jim Gaughran, of SU. 
Perhaps this is one of the reasons 
Coach Gaughran annually sends 
his teams to play upper-state 
teams. 

Another reason may be that 
Gaughran was raised in Red- 


wood City of Northern Califor- 
nia. He graduated from Sequoia 
High School of Redwood City, 
Stockton Junior College, College 
of the Pacific, and San Francis- 
co State. 


After receiving his Master’s 
Degree in Physical and Health 
Education, he taught at Menlo 
Atherton High School for seven 
years. While teaching High 
School, he won 145 and lost only 
28 in water polo and 75 wins and 
19 losses in swimming competi- 
tion. 

Gaughran has also earned his 
share of honors. His awards 
would take up four pages of pa- 
per, but, among his more notable 
laurels are United States Olympic 
Team alternate, 1956 and 1960 
in water polo, participant in the 
Olympic and Pan American 
Trials 1956 and 1960, and mem- 
ber of the Northern California
